AN ACT Relating to skill centers; anmendi ng RCW 84.52. 068; adding a
new chapter to Title 28A RCW and creating a new section.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. The legislature finds that student access to

prograns offered at skill centers can help prepare them for careers,
apprenticeshi ps, and postsecondary education. The |legislature further
finds that current limts on how school districts and skill centers

report full-tinme equival ent students and the tinme students are served
provide a disincentive for school districts to send their students to
skill centers. The legislature further finds that there are barriers
to providing access to students in rural and renote areas but that
there are opportunities to do so with satellite and branch canpus
prograns, distance and online |earning prograns, and collaboration with
hi gher education, business, and |abor. The legislature further finds
that skill centers provide opportunities for dropout prevention and
retrieval progranms by offering prograns that accommodate students' work
schedul es and provide credit retrieval opportunities. The |legislature
further finds that inplenenting the recommendations fromthe study by
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the workforce training and education coordinating board will enhance
skill center prograns and student access to those prograns.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. A skill center is a regional career and
techni cal education partnership established to provide access to
conprehensive industry-defined career and technical prograns of study
that prepare students for careers, enploynent, apprenticeships, and
post secondary education. A skill center is operated by a host school
district and governed by an adm nistrative council in accordance with
a cooperative agreenent.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. Beginning in the 2007-08 school year and
thereafter, students attending skill centers shall be funded for al
cl asses at the skill center and the sending districts, up to two full-
time equival ents.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 4. (1) The office of the superintendent of
public instruction shall review and revise the guidelines for skil
centers to encourage skill center prograns. The superintendent, in
cooperation with the workforce training and education coordinating
board, skill center directors, and the Wshington association for
career and technical education, shall review and revise the existing
skill centers' policy guidelines and create and adopt rul es governing
skill centers as foll ows:

(a) The threshold enrollnment at a skill center shall be revised so
that a skill center program need not have a m ni num of seventy percent
of its students enrolled on the skill center core canpus in order to
facilitate serving rural students through expansion of skill center
prograns by neans of satellite prograns or branch canpuses;

(b) The developnental planning for branch canpuses shall be
encouraged. Underserved rural areas or high-density areas may partner
with an existing skill center to create satellite prograns or a branch
canpus. Once a branch canpus reaches sufficient enrollnment to becone
self-sustaining, it may becone a separate skill center or remain an
extension of the founding skill center; and

(c) Satellite and branch canpus prograns shall be encouraged to
address hi gh-demand fi el ds.
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(2) The superintendent of public instruction shall develop and
deliver a ten-year capital plan for legislative review before
i npl enent ati on.

(3) Subject to avail able funding, the superintendent shall:

(a) Conduct approved feasibility studies for serving noncooperative
rural and high-density area students in their geographic areas; and

(b) Develop a statewi de master plan that identifies standards and
resources needed to create a technology infrastructure for connecting
all skill centers to the K-20 network.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 5. Subject to available funding, skill centers
shal | provide access to |late afternoon and eveni ng sessions and sumer
school programs, to rural and high-density area students aligned with
regionally identified high-demand occupations. When possible, the
prograns shall be specifically targeted for credit retrieval, dropout
prevention and intervention for at-risk students, and retrieval of
dropouts. Skill centers that receive funding for these activities nust
participate in an evaluation that is designed to quantify results and
identify best practices, collaborate with |ocal community partners in
provi di ng a conprehensi ve program and provi de matchi ng funds.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 6. (1) The superintendent of public instruction
shal | establish and support skill centers of excellence in key economc
sectors of regional significance. The superintendent shall broker the
devel opment of skill centers of excellence and identify their roles in
devel oping curriculum and nethodologies for reporting skill center
course equival encies for purposes of high school graduation.

(2) Once the skill centers of excellence are established, the
superintendent of public instruction shall devel op and seek funding for
a running start for career and technical education grant program to
devel op and inpl ement career and technical prograns of study targeted

to regionally determ ned high-demand occupati ons. Grant recipients
should be partnerships of skill <centers of excellence, community
col l ege centers of excellence, tech-prep programs, industry advisory
commttees, area workforce devel opnent councils, and skill panels in

the related industry. G ant recipients should be expected to devel op
and assist in the replication of nodel career and technical education
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prograns of study. The career and technical education prograns of
study devel oped should be consistent with the expectations in the
appl i cabl e federal |aw.

Sec. 7. RCW 84.52.068 and 2005 c 514 s 1104 are each amended to
read as foll ows:

(1) A portion of the proceeds of the state property tax |evy shal
be deposited into the student achievenent fund as provided in this
section.

(2)(a) The anmpunt of the deposit shall be based upon the average
nunber of full-tinme equival ent students in the school districts during
the previous school year as reported to the office of the
superintendent of public instruction by August 31st of the previous
school year.

(b) For the 2004-2005 through 2007-2008 school years, an annua
anmount equal to two hundred fifty-four dollars per full-tine equival ent
student in all school districts shall be deposited in the student
achi evenment fund.

(c) For the 2008-2009 school year, an annual anount equal to two
hundred sixty-five dollars per full-tine equivalent student in all
school districts shall be deposited in the student achi evenent fund.

(d) For the 2009-2010 school year, an annual anount equal to two
hundred seventy-seven dollars per full-tinme equival ent student in al
school districts shall be deposited in the student achi evenent fund.

(e) For the 2010-2011 school year and each year thereafter, an
annual anmount equal to two hundred seventy-eight dollars per full-tine
equi val ent student in all school districts shall be deposited in the
student achi evenent fund.

(f) The school district annual amounts shall be deposited based on
the nonthly apportionnment schedul e as defined in RCW 28A.510. 250. The
office of the superintendent of public instruction shall notify the
departnent of the nonthly anmpunts to be deposited into the student

achi evenent fund to neet the apportionnent schedul e. The
superintendent of public instruction shall ensure that nobneys generated
by skill center students is returned to skill centers.
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NEW SECTION. Sec. 8. Sections 2 through 6 of this act constitute

a new chapter

in Title 28A RCW
